We  feel  that  the  studentbody  should  be  informed  of  the 
interest  and  respect  which  is  shown  by  the  administration 
toward  student  opinions  and  attitudes.  Recently,  the  Aca- 
demic Emphasis  Committee  suggested  a revision  of  the 
grading  system  to  include  3.5,  2.5,  and  1.5  grades. 

THE  RESPONSE  toward  this  proposal  was,  in  gen- 
eral, very  warm  and  widespread.  A subcommittee  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  Senate  to  investigate  the  issue.  Upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  studentbody  officers,  with  the  en- 
dorsement of  the  officers  of  Blue  Key,  the  proposal  was 
submitted  to  the  Dean  of  Students. 

Dean  Belnap  and  Vice-President  Crockett  have  been 
fair  enough  to  give  the  idea  a hearing  before  the  Dean  s 
Council  and  the  entire  faculty  in  faculty  meeting  \\  e feel 
this  represents  commendable  rapport  and  mutual  respect 
between  students  and  University  administration. 

WE  SUGGEST  two  main  reasons  for  the  adoption  of 
a revised  grading  system.  The  first  is  justice,  and  the  ef- 
fect of  fairness  upon  student  morale.  We  believe  that  stu- 
dents appreciate  being  dealt  with  fairly.  It  is  inherently 
more  fair  to  receive  a higher  mark  for  greater  effort.  Often 
the  “high  B”  or  “high  C”  must  now  be  content  with  a moral 
victory. 

However,  some  concern  has  been  manifest  by  honor 
students  who  would  no  longer  be  able  to  slide  by  with  the 
“low  A.”  They  fel  that  too  many  3.5’s  would  lower  their 
average.  We  think  that  these  students  should  be  challenged 
to  use  their  gifts  and  abilities  to  become  the  best  in  the 
class,  and  not  be  coddled  by  “getting  by.” 

THE  SECOND  POINT  is  accuracy.  Almost  all  teachers 
grade  tests  and  papers  with  more  latitude  than  just  A,  B,  C, 
and  D.  Since  they  instinctively  grade  papers  B minus,  C 
plus,  etc.,  would  they  not  welcome  an  opportunity  to  be 
relieved  of  drawing  the  fine  line  separating  students  by  an 
entire  grade  point? 

We  urge  the  faculty  to  consider  this  proposal  seriously.
